Elba BOE approves school year salary 
schedules during special called meeting

During a special called 
meeting Tuesday, Aug. 9, 
the Elba Board of Education 
approved the 2022-2023 
school year salary schedule, 
which included new sched- 
ules for three administrative 
positions that had previous- 
ly been paid following the 
teacher salary trajectory. 

Prior to the approval of 
the schedules, Elba City 
Schools assistant principal 
Jason Tucker addressed the 
board regarding his sal- 
ary. Superintendent Chris 
Moseley noted that Tucker 
had sent some documents 
to board members prior to 
the meeting for their review, 
and he was given three min- 
utes to speak before also 
answering any questions. 

“When you accept a job, 
you accept how you are 
going to get paid,” Tucker 
said. “In 2017-18 when I 
accepted the assistant prin- 
cipal job with Elba City 
Schools, I was told I was 
paid on the teacher salary 
matrix calculated out for a 
12-month contract.” 

He said he interviewed 
with the two school prin- 
cipals at that time [Wynn 
Grimes and Debra 
Strickland] as the assistant 
principal would answer to 
each. He said those prin- 
cipals indicatec his pay 
would be calculated from 
the teacher salary matrix. 

Tucker said his pay had 
followed suit with that 


[including pay raises] over 
the past five years.

Alabama Department of Public Health follows updated 
CDC COVID-19 guidance for schools and quarantine 


The Alabama Department 
of Public Health (ADPH) 
is following the Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention’s (CDC) new 
COVID-19 — recommenda-» 
tions for schools and up- 
dated quarantine and iso- 
lation guidance for adults. 
The CDC guidance ac- 
knowledges that the pan- 
demic is not over, but 
also helps move to a point 
where COVID-19 no lon- 
ger severely disrupts daily 
lives. The CDC has re- 
laxed its COVID-19 guid- 
ance for members of the 
public who are exposed or 
infected to try to minimize 
the disruption to their lives. 
Schools are no longer 
recommended to use cohorts, 
quarantines and screening 
testing in most situations. 


This is because there is 
a better understanding 
of how to ‘protect people 
from being exposed to 
the virus, such as wearing 
high-quality masks, testing 
and improved ventilation. 
People with COVID-19 
can spread the virus to 
others, and precautions 
are still needed to prevent 
spreading it to other people. 
Masking continues to be 
recommended for everyone 
in schools in areas with a 
high COVID-19 communi- 
ty level. However, the CDC 
removed recommendations 
to keep students in the same 
groups or cohorts through- 
out the day. 

Routine screening test- 
ing is no longer needed but 
may be considered such as 
during high-risk activities

in a high COVID-19 com- 
munity level or when there 
is an outbreak. Students and 
staff exposed to COVID-19 
no longer need to quaran- 
tine unless they are in high- 
risk congregate settings and 
should wear a mask for 10° 
days and get tested at least 
five days after exposure. 
The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration advises peo- 
ple with and without symp- 
toms to test multiple times if 
they get a negative result on . 
an at-home COVID-19 anti- 
gen test due to the possibil- 
ity of false-negative results. 
The school guidance also 
calls on educators to make 
reasonable modifications to 
ensure children with disabil- 
ities and special health care 
needs can access in-person 
education. These may in- 
clude masking in class- 
rooms or during activities 
and other prevention strat- 
egies to provide a safe en- 
vironment. These students 
should not be placed into 
separate classrooms or seg- 


regated from other students.

“He is correct that he 
is a tenured employee;

“He is only tenured from 
his time in the classroom, 
so, his contract does not 
run until the date he states 
for June. Teacher contracts 
run on different dates than 
administrators.” 

Also, Moseley said 
assistant principals cannot 
receive tenure. 

“Going back to tenure 
laws...that does not apply 
to assistant principals,” the 
superintendent said. “His 
new salary [based on the 
new salary schedule being 
proposed for the assistant 
principal position] would 
be an increase in what he is 
making, but it keeps being 
discussed as a decrease. It 
is not a decrease,” 

Moseley further asked 
Tucker about his duties. 

“Currently, it is my 
understanding you are not 
serving the elementary 
school unless you have 
been asked to...” Moseley 
presented. 

Tucker said he had men- 
tioned to high school prin- 
cipal Grimes that he would 
not go to the elementary 
school unless requested 
this school year because 
he would be teaching two 
classes at the high school 
as part of his duties. He 
said he asked Grimes what 
he thought about that. 

This generated a ques- 
tion from board member 
DeAnn Grantham, 

“When you were inter- 
viewed for the job, you 
were interviewed by both 
the high school and ele- 
mentary school principals. 
Was it your understanding 
that you worked for both?” 
she asked. “Did you check 
with [elementary _prin- 
cipal] Mrs. Martin about 
this?” 

Tucker said he shad; not 
seen Mrs. Martin.as of 
last Tuesday for the new 
school year because she 
had been out sick. 

“You are a 12-month 

_employee, did you not 
check with her during the 
summer prior to the start 
of school?” 

Tucker said he did not. 

With no further ques- 
tions, the superintendent 
thanked Tucker for his pre- 
sentation. 

“T truly feel I have 
respected everything Mr. 
Tucker has done for our 
school,” Moseley said. 


“There are always hard 


decision that have to be 
made, and | have to look 
at the school district as a 
whole. I cannot pick and 
choose what we pay one 
person individually.” 

He continued by saying 
the school board has until 
Oct. 1 to make legal salary 
schedule changes; how- 
ever, he said the assistant 
principal’s salary would 
not be a change because 
there was not a salary 
schedule for that position 
in place prior to now. 

“It was just a line item in 
the budget,” Moseley said. 
“Moving forward as a dis- 
trict, this salary schedule 
is going to help Elba City 
Schools to not be in the 
position it was in before I 
got here where we did not 
have any money. I don’t 
want to be part of some- 
thing that is going to cause 
the system to be in that 
situation again.” 

Moseley said that when 
he took over as superinten- 
dent of Elba City Schools, 
the system did not meet its 
Sstate-required one month 
reserve. 

“Tt has taken a lot of 
hard work and hard deci- 
sions to make it happen so 
we could get this system 
where it needs to be finan- 
cially,” he said. “We still 
have a little ways to go, but 
we are a lot better.” 

He added, “This is three 
[administrative] positions 
we are talking about, not 
one. Three. It’s been turned 
into one over the past week 
and a half or two. It’s been 
difficult, and I don’t like 
it. But, it is my job to look 
out for the system. It is 
not personal. If it was per- 
sonal, I would recommend 
we drop [Tucker’s] con- 
tract from 12 months to 10 
months and put him back 
in the classroom. All those 
things are doable in the 
first 30 days of school.” 

Two other administrative 
positions were affected by 
the new salary schedules 
recommended for approval 
last Tuesday night — the 
CTE/CNP Director and 
the Special Education 
Coordinator. 

“We feel these three sal- 
ary schedules are very fair 
and are going to help the 
district moving forward,” 
Moseley said. “With that 
said, I would recommend 
that the board approve the 
2022-2023 school year sal- 
ary schedules. ; 

A motion was made by 
board member Grantham 
with a second from board 
member Johnny Senn.

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Morgan said her pay was 
coming from the teacher 
pay trajectory too, and she 
heard the state superinten- 
dent of education speak 
on the matter earlier in 
the year on how new sal- 
ary schedules would affect 
administrators. - 

“He made it clear at the 
meeting I attended that it 
would be up to the school 
systems — they could keep 
with the teacher pay scale 
or move to an administra- 
tor’s pay scale.” 

Morgan said this still 
included a 4 percent pay 
raise. 

“T have been here 17 
years...I’ve been here 
when superintendents were 
going to banks signing per- 
sonal loans to make pay- 
roll,” Morgan said. “I don’t 
want to be there again. 
it wasn’t pleasant. For 
myself, I am okay where 
I fall on this pay scale. I 
was prepared and knew it 
was coming, and I am okay 
with it.” 

The motion to approve 
the pay schedules passed 
by unanimous vote of the 


Prior to adjourning 
the meeting, Grantham 
addressed her fellow board 
members saying she and 
board chairman Sowell 
were on the board in 2017- 
2018 when they were 
forced with letting teachers 
go just to keep the schools 
open. She said that hurt 
her heart tremendously, 
and both she and Sowell 
vowed that night to make 
it a goal to never be in that 
position again. 

“If you look out for the 
school system as whole, 
you will never be in posi- 
tion to terminate someone 
that needs that salary,” 
Grantham said. That is my 
goal — look at system as a 
whole.” 

Moseley added, “I don’t 
want to be where we are 
spending money on admi- 
ninstrators when we need 
lunchroom workers. I 
would rather give myself 
up to be able to hire a jani- 
tor.” 

“Before we lose a teach- 
er, we would have to make 
changes with adminis- 
tration,” Senn added. “I 
would fight for that.”

If they 
are symptomatic, they 
should get tested sooner.

Those who 
are infected should stay in 
isolation for at least five 
days. They can end isola- 
tion on day six if they are 
fever-free for at least 24 
hours without medication 
and their symptoms are 
improving. They should 


continue to wear a mask.

en at least 48 hours apart.

- PASTOR’S CORNER

Elba United Methodist Church 


Romans 5:1-5 


Therefore, since we are justified by faith, we have peace 
with God through our Lord Jesus Christ, through whom we 
have obtained access to this grace in which we stand; and 
we boast in our hope of sharing the glory of God. And not 
only that, but we also boast in our sufferings, knowing that 
suffering produces endurance, and endurance produces 
character, and character produces hope, and hope does not 
disappoint us, because God’s love has been poured into our 
hearts through the Holy Spirit that has been given to us. 

Last week I wrote about God’s grace speaking to how 
it is God’s freely offered and underserving favor and 
love, and how John Wesley, the founder of the Methodist 
Movement, understood our experience with God’s grace 
in three ways. Firstly, the grace of God that goes before 
us, and calls us into a relationship with God. This grace 
wakes us up to the reality that something is wrong with 
this world and something is wrong with how we are living 
in it. In response to this grace, we turn back to God and 
ask God for forgiveness. In the Christian faith we call this 
response “repentance”, which comes from a Hebrew word 
that means “to turn around”. 

The Good News is that when we repent, when we turn 
back to God, and seek forgiveness that God graciously 
offers it. This is what Paul and John Wesley call “justify- 
ing” grace; it is a “forgiving grace”. In that moment, we 
have peace with God through what Jesus Christ has done 
for-us.We are no longer at war with God. 

One of my favorite Christmas carols is “Hark the Herald 
Angels Sing”. It is a beautiful, Methodist song written by 
Charles Wesley, John Wesley’s brother. In this open part 
of that carol are they lyrics “God and sinners reconciled.” 
That is the best explanation of what the forgiving grace 
of God is. It is the end of the war that humanity declared 
upon God. 

Alexander Pope once said, “To err is human; to forgive, 
divine.” Those who follow Christ are called to look like 
and act like God. That means we are to be as graciously 
forgiving in our own lives as God is to us. We must take 
seriously the line from the prayer that Jesus taught us, 
“forgive us our trespasses (sins) as we forgive those who 
trespass (sin) against us.” In that prayer we are asking 
God to forgive us in the same manner that we forgive 
others. There are some moments in my life that I hope 
God does not copy I how forgive or do not forgive oth- 
ers in the Lord’s forgiveness of me. It is the challenge of 
every believer to forgive as God forgives, and through our 
actions others may come to see how God is a gracious and 
forgiving God.
